The ahlp, which was worth probably 
IIBO.OOO, catered this port aeveral days 
agO> She was to have loaded wheat 
for Europe. Friday the ship was taken 
to a dock and all ballast removed and 
the bold cleared preparatory to receiv- 
ing cargo. She was then towed to an- 
chorage, at which point disaster over- 
took her. The ship was riding the 
waves serenely when the skippers of 
other veaaela anchored close by retired 
for the night 

When daylight dawnrd no signs of 
the Andelana were visible. Over the 
6i)ot where the ship rode at anchor the 
alg}it be(or« only • danger signal buoy 
lamp was visible. 

As all on board pprlshed, only sur- 
mises as to the cause of the disaster 
are obtainable. The ship, according to 
all accounts, was headed in a southerly 
direction, or toward the liead of the 
bay. at the time the gale swept down 
the sound. The heavy winds caused 
the ship to strain and snap the chains. 
The ship, freed from ballast and float- 
ing like a chip, careened over under 
the pressure of a heavy gale, shipping 
great quantities of water, filling com- 
pletely the hold and forecastle, causing 
her to capaise and sink to the bottom, 
all in a very few minutes. 

Later the ill-fated vessel ynm located. 
She lies on the bottom of the sound on 
her broad side, under 23 fathoms of 
water, close by the spot where she had 
been anehorsd. 



Father anil Hon Drowned. 

\ Harrodsburg, Ky., Jan. 16.— Daniel 
Jennings, a tobacco grower, and his 

son Samuel were drowned in Cedar 
Run, near Curdsville. Jennings and 
his son were trying to save some to- 
bacco from a barn near the overflow- 
ing creek, which was very high and 
swift owing to the heavy rains of the 
past few days. No one witnessed th« 
accident, but It Is the general opinion 
that the boy first fell into the stream, 
and the father, in attempting to rescue 
him, lost his own life. The accident 
wipes out the entire family by drown- 
ing, as Jennings' wife and two daugh- 
ters were drowned in the Kentucky 
rlTsr soma months ago.

They are. however, absolutely op- 
posed to the landing of United States 
forces without orders from Malolos, 
the seat Of the so-6alled Filipino na- 
tional government Some of the officials 
at Hollo are not in accord with the 
revolutionary government, but are 
willing to accept, an American protec- 
torate and to go to state the case to 
Aguinaldo if furnished transportation 
by the Americans. 

The Tfiiltcd States transports New- 
port, Arizona and Pennsylvania, with 
the Eighteenth Infantry, the Iowa bat- 
talion, the Sixth artillery and a detach- 
ment ot the signal corps, eoostltutiog 
Ocnoral Miller's expedition, are an- 
chored close to Gulmaras island, be- 
tween Panay and Negros, where an ex- 
cellent water supply la obtainable.

Vancouver, B. C Jan. 16.— A story 
of alleged Chinese slavery has come 
to light here since the arrival of the 
Steamship Empress of Japan from the 
orient 

She lirdUKht from Hon.gkong 406 
Chinese, of whom 191 were reported to 
be destined for Mexico, to work on 
plantations. They were under the care 
of a Chinaman named Ma Chop, who 
stated that l.riOO more are to follow. 
While herding the Chinese from tbe 
dock to a special train a stampede en- 
sued, la their frenzy a number rushed 
toward the edge of the dock. They 
Would have fallen Into the bay had il 
not been for a police officer, who stop- 
ped the mad rush by knocking a score 
of them down. When they were flnally 
rounded up It was found that eight 
were missing. After several minor 
stampedes the Chinese were persuaded 
to get on the train. 

The cause of the frenzy and the 
stampede was the arrival of a China- 
man from San Francl.sco. who toM 
them they had been sold as slaves by 
Hongkong men, and that they would 
never go back to China. Local Chinese 
here are helping the men still in hiding 
In every possible way. ;i - all are con- 
vinced that they and the remainder of 
the 1,300 to follow are being sold into 
slavery. They are going to send word 
to the Chinese government about it

FKAmcFORT, Ky., Jan. 14.— The Ooort 

of AjipLnils to day dcciiled that Circuit 
Judges must be governed strictly by the 
Btatote in allowing feea toOommiaaionere 
for making sales of property, collecting 
the money and paying it over to the 
proper partim. 

The case came up from Louisville, and 
will almost revolutionize the fees allowed 
to Commissioners in Jefferson, Kenton, 
Campbell, Fayette and aeveral other 
connties, aa in the case decided the Com- 
missioner, who sold property under order 
of Court lor 120,000, was allowed by the 
Oiroidt Judge t272 for hia aervicea, while 
tha Ooort of Appcaln holds he should be 
paid $85 only miller the statute.

Wc have taken considerable interest in 
the attitude taken by farmers all over 
the oooatry, tho reaotatioaa paaaad and 
Buggestions offered to combat the gipan 
tic tobacco truat formed by the mauufao- 
tnrera datrimontal to tho tobaeeo giow> 
ers. 

The anggeations offered to curtail the 
acreage and holding tbe preoent crop are 
good onea if uniformly carried out; but 
what haa been the result in yeais past in 
the tobacco district when the (jueslion of 
curtailing the acreage and better ban- 
ling WM raoommendedr Soma iarmora 
would heed the advice, but the majority 
would aay, "There ia going to be a small 
aeraago planted thia yaar, I will prepare 
to raise the largest crop I ever raised in 
my life, build ikn extra barn &C., as I 
think pricea will advanoo." 

The result would be more than an 
average crop that year. Holding the 
crop now in the bara would be of tem- 
porary advantage, but would probably 
be injurious in the long run. If the 
present crop was held till next June no 
doubt prioea would advance. What then 7 
Farmara woold make preparation to raiae 
the Uuxaat orop ever known, so holding 
the praaaat erop would likely only be ol 
adyantage thia yaar. Thoro haa bean no 
plan adopted as yet to enable the poor 
farmer to hold hia crop any time after he 
Rata it ready for oiarkot It baa been 
twelve months since he started to raise 
the crop now in the barn, and he has ex- 
hausted moat of hia time and best ener- 
gies to secure a good crop and he haa yet 
to wait some time to enjoy the fruit of 
hia labor. If he gets his tobacco ready 
for market in January or Febraary and a 
buyer doea not come to hia bara be is 
likely to ship it (as no one ever heard of 
a farmer getting a good price for hia to- 
bacco when he had to go kfter a buyer to 
make a bid on it). If he ships it in tliosie 
months he has to take whatever the 
manufacturer feola like giving for it, or 
el^'e take it home and hang it np in the 
barn agtin as his tobacco will not keep 
in the hogshead after the middle of 
March. He has not the time and means 
to do this as lie is getting ready to raise 
a large crop of tobacco at home, and if 
he bad he would not likely fare any bet- 
ter. If he keeps hia tobacco till May or 
June and puts it in good order be ia then 
out of some of his labor fifteen months ; 
he is getting anz<0UB to sell it as prob- 
ably his family in needing the proceeds 
for bread. He ships and goes to try tbe 
luarkat Ho flnda thit when tbe auc- 
tioneer raaohaa hia tobacco that one of 
the promiaoat boyera for tbe manufac- 
turers is out taking a drink or taking a 
lunch or something else, and he sees his 
tobacco neglected. He haa to take the 
price offered or alaa pay tha relection fees 
and all the other fees connected with it. 
He haa not the time and meana to make 
another trip to the city aa the weeda are 
growing in his crop at homo, and if he 
had would probably share a like reanlt 
with additional pzpense. 

We know from poraoaal azporieoca for 
the laat twenty-flvo yeara of tho todiooa 
work and tho hardnhips the tobaoOO 
grower haa to endure to auooaaafally 
raise a erop of tobaoeo. In tho firat place 
he has to walk on his hands and feet and 
partly on hia head to get his crop set 
out Than again he haa to labor faith- 
fully under tho boiling hot sun through 
the longdaya of June and July, and fol- 
low bis work to the open barn in m id- 
winter, ezpoaad to the cold winter's blaat 
saved for the comfort afforded from a few 
coutfl iliat are kept to warm his fingers 
that be might make mora pragreaa with 
his work, more than for his own per- 
sonal comfort. And we think such a 
man is entitled to a fair compenaation 
for hia labor. The manafaotirer of to- 
baooo and all oti ler men in whatever 
avocation are entitled to a fair prodt in 
accordance with the time and money ex- 
pended. If their work ia not sufficiently 
remaaerative to make a respectable living 
they had better (|uit that special work or 
amend it in aunh a way aa to make it 
more profitable without apecial injury to 
any one. This is what we want to do in 
regard to raising tobacco. Tbe 



such a way that it would not only benefit 
the grower, but the manufacturer and 
every man who uaee and worka in to- 
baaoo. No oao over hoard of a feraaor 
getting rich solely from raising tobacco, 
while we know of several firraa who 
have grown rich from the mannfaetore 
of tobacco. Tbe faetoriee that manu- 
facture threo-foortha ot tbe tobacco in 
the world do Bot oM aadoBO doaoa, while 
thoee who ara iataraatad ia growlag to- 
bacco onmbar op in the thooaaada, and 
are so poor from raising tobacco that one 
half their number have not the meana to 
moat at aay givaa point to diaeoaa what 
is beat for their intereat. Thia ia one 
reason why we say to legislate in the in- 
terest of all ia tho beat plaa. 

The plan that we wonid suggest, sub- 
ject to any amendment the tobacco grow- 
ers in their wisdom would deem best, is 
this : That every land owner be allowed 
to raise or have raised on hia farm 4,000 
p ounds of tobacco to each 100 acres of 
land he poaaeaaes, and a proportional 
number of pounds to eaeh fraetioa of 
a hundred acres, and all over the above 
allowance raiaed, tax the owner of the 
land, aay at tho rata of 160 par 1,000 
pounds. At that rate the man with a 
hfty acre farm would be allowed to raise 
2,000 pounds without taxation, tbe sev' 
enty-five acre farm 3,000 pounds, the 200 
acre farm 8,000 pounds without taxation 
and BO on. At this rate we believe tak- 
ing all the land ownera that raised to- 
bacco or had tobacco raised in the year 
'98, the acreage would be reduced one- 
half. By tha adoption ot the above plan 
tbe farmer woold have only aboot half 
the nnmbarof acres to select for tobae eo, 
thereby aaabllag him to pick better land, 
land that would grow a more aalablo ar« 
tide of tobacco. The quality being bet- 
ter and the quantity being smaller, the 
farmer ooald handle better, and we be- 
lieve the average price for tobacco for the 
next ten years would be more than 
double the average price for the laat ten. 

The above plan could not be made 
practical for the year 189U, as plank have 
already been arranged for that crop, but 
its early adoption to take affect on the 
crop of 1900 wonId not oaly advance tha 

price of the crop raised in LSiK), bat tha 
crop now on hand aa well. We feel aat> 
isfied tlut a voto of all tha farmers who 
had tobacco raised on their farm in the 
year '98 would be almost unanimous for 
tho above propoaition, as it would be to 
the interest of all to do so. We believe 
the above proposition would carry by 
letting every man vote who had a per- 
sonal interest in growing the crop of 1898. 
The above law would be of such advan- 
tage to the landlord that he would en- 
courage tbe tenant now raising tobacco 
on the aharea to give him an iataraat in 
other crops that wonld bo mora profitabla 
to both. 

It does seem strange that a tobacco 
grower in order to l)etter hia condition 
wonld have to vote for a tax on one of the 
products that haa heretofore occupied 
moat of hia time and attention, but auch 
would have to be tbe case at present. 
Kentucky produces half the tobacco 
grown in the world, and eight States in 
the U. 8. ia said to produce nine-tenths 
of the tobacco grown in the world. The 
parts of those States selected to grow to- 
bacco are tha moat iartilaand prodoctiva, 
and would grow any other crops raised 
in those States more abundantly than 
any where else to be found. Would grow 
wheat, rye, oats, barley, hemp, millet, 
orchard grasa, timothy, clover, blue grass, 
corn, potatoes, fruit. There ia no reason 
why the farmer who ia now raising to- 
bacco on tha aharaa could not occupy hia 
time with profit in raising those crops on 
the aharea, without neceaaarily having to 
move ont of hia praaaat abodo. Tha 
tenant fanner is maklag aliviag cnltiva- 
ting those crops on the aharaa in other 
States less productive than tha tobacco 
growing btatea. The landowner of 100 
acrea by having the 4,000 pounds tobacco 
mark as a standard would have a great 
portion of his tobacco barn empty that 
could be very easily converted into a 
stock barn for stock that is now com- 
pelled to winter out in the cold. In fact 
it aeema that the tobacco grower, the 
manufacturer and everybody interested 
iu handling tobacco would be better paid 
according to tbe time and money invested 
by cultivating a nmaller acreairc To- 
bacco being a luxury the rich man would 
have to pay more for his plug it he con- 
tinned to use it as much. The poor man 
would likely have to use leaa. Botli men 
would be better off phyaically and finan- 
cially by using none at all. T. M.

Dr.'YouuK spoke for an hoar and a 
half, bis address being intereperseil wijh 
many hamoroaa aailiea that kept bia au- 
dience la imllea maob of the'tlme. 

Dr. Yountf said temperance people had 
been Ruilty of many foolish things. As xn 
inatancs he aaid they bad been worrying 
and trying to Iceep the children out of 
the fire, instead of ending the matter by 
extinguisbing the fire itself. They bad 
aeen their mistake and are now working 
to get rid of the saloon. He declared 
that the saloon mast go, and that it 
would go as soon as the beat citizenabip 
of the State were iriven an opportunity to 
vote their sentiments. 

Dr. Young regards it a crime for the 
State or monlcipality to accept a license 
from the enloon. His Rociety is working 
to aecure a law giving counties the right 
to vote on the Itqnor question, or making 
the county instead of piecinot the basis 
in such elections.

There was some Irragalarlty ill tlie blddliiK OM 
tobacco during tbe past week, varyliiR from day 
to day. Ai, reported in our la.>st. the better goods 
III both old and new were not an strong as they 
iiil),'ht have been, the uianufaeturers' demand 
for these Koods being very limited, and specula- 
tion In them almost entirely absent. The repre- 
Keutatlvea of the eonKolldated manufaeturers'.in- 
teresta were in the market and were liberal buy- 
ers; everything they eould u«e was, we think, 
Bllghtly advanced In price over last treek. new 
tobai'co of low and medium grade particularly. 
There waa not a large proportion of rejectlODS lu 
these goods, and shippers were most generally 
satisfied with their salea. 

There was very little old tobacco ollbred. In 
fact tbe Stocks of these goods are so much ri^ 
duced that we can hardly look for oonsidsrable 
oilerlugs, and prIOM were higher on all but One 
grades. Common liasbas, aa Well as oolory ones, 
were perhaps the bist sSUen, having tbe ami 
competlUon, 

Tbe ofltoflBii showed only a smsll proportion 
of nloetohaesoo. task e( body seems to be the 
prlnolpal tsatnie of tbe new eiop, though we 
flad rather less house bum than we looked for 
from aU isports daring the fUl-ihe erap In 
aoqie seolloas seems to be almost fne from It. 
As yet only vary few pnnhasas have been made 
in the oountry, aad shipaMntB thsiefoi* aie 
mostly by farmers.
